President then ‘insisted that, while in 
Peking, Mr Angell should be also Minister, 
To.this Mr Angell, likewise agreed, but.on 
the distinct understanding that he should 
be reluased by the middle of August 1881, 
in order to resumo, his ditties at the State 
University of Michigan, of which he was, 
and atill is, Presidont,—This institution, we 
may remark parenthetically, is one of the 
most eminent in the States, numbering 
fifteen hundred and thirty students.—As, 
however,.the Rev. Chester Holcombe was 
very anxious to go home during the summer, 
Mr Angell kindly: consented, last spring, 
to prolong his own stay a few weeka ; but 
sent his resignation to Washington in April.

whence, after a short stay, he intends to 
proceed to Kinsu for the purpose of hiding 
himself from the public. However, when 
he arrived iu’ Osaka, he is said to have been 
attacked ;by an unknown person with a 
drawn sword and go seriously wounded that 
it is uncertain whether ho will recover from 
the injuries he received, It is ulso ‘said, 
that the would-be assassuin has not been 
arrested, thongh the authoritica are on the 
alert after him.’ We do not vouch for the
